Nothing can be more touching than 
the faith of the inhabitants of the 
devastated regions that an Ameri- 
can has only to appreciate fully the 
boche: vandalism for the practice to 
be put an end to. 

“Ham,” said the woraan, “was 
destroyed methodically by fires 
started in every 
quarter by electric devices. Nearly 
a month ago we noticed the boches 
had begun fixing up wires in.all di- 
rections,’and we commented on the 
strangeness of such installation at a 
time when everything’ élse ‘poirited to 
da German retreat. It did our hearts 
good to ‘see the stream of guns, the 
material,and the shattered, dispirited 


"troops that had been ‘pouring back- 


ward through Ham fer the-last few 
weeks. 

“ As time passed the boches stead- 
ily continued their preparations for 
departure, removing wagonloads of 
furniture, and, indeed, everything of 
any value. But the wiring parties 
continued their work all the more 


“Last Wednesday we had the key 
to.the enigma. That morning the 
French guns were very near: and 
a few shells fell close: At noon the 
boches issued orders to all civilians 
to evacuate the town. There were 
only about. fifty inhabitants - here, 
and perhaps twice that. numbér of 
French and Belgian youths in the 
boche press gangs. Some fifteen of 
us and six boys managed to hide 
in the cellars. I believe all save one 
or two are now safely accounted for. 


Found Whole Town Ablaze. 


“On the night from Wednesday to 
Thursday we heard a sudden out- 
burst 6f small explosions all around.

He frankly declares that not only are 
the Pan Germans largély . guilty of 
starting the War, but that they are 
mainly responsible for the prolongation 
of the struggle. They set up the theory 
that Germany must come out of the war 
so strengthened that no power or coali- 
tion would dare attack-her, and that she 
would. be in such a position that. all 
others would give way before her by 
reason of the mere meénace of her 
strength. 

Thus, says the professor, distrust has 
been aroused throughout the world, 
which it will be difficult to dissipate. 
The German Government,: he. adds, has 
never acted according to the’ Reichstag's 
July resolution, and the Chancellor’s 
declaration about Belgium was too late 
and too indefinite. 

He expresses the belief that the de- 
pression in Germany has been caused by 
the Pan German war aims, and he se- 
verely yondemns the U-boat politicians 
who promised victory by submarine 
warfare in a few months. } 

“*So away with Pan German ideas,”’ 
he says, ‘‘ for our own sakes, for Pan 
German is doing moral damage.to our 
people’s character. 

He admits that “the world has a right 
to demand that the German people give

to culture, and of barbarism is not the 
German spirit.

ried Government Messages — 


Men Posing as Kaiser's Agents Said 
to Have Gotten Information — 
“from the Prisoner, =” 


Wanda Kruetzinger, a German subject 
and a registered enemy alien, who has 
been handling Government messages for 
the Postal Telegraph Company at 
Broadway and Murray Street, was ar- 
rested by agents of the Department of 
Justice yesterday afternoon and “held 
pending further investigation of her ac- 
tivities since the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war in 1914. Miss Kreutzinger 


and has made her home in this country 
for more than twenty years. She is 
said to be as-loyal as she éver was to 
the Kaiser, and Government.agents say 
that during 1914 and 1915 she was in po- 
sition to render valuable assistance to 
German agents in this country because 
of messages relating to munitions, ships, 
and other important ‘matters which 
passed through her hands. 

It was also said yesterday that the 
Federal officials have information which 
leads them to suspect that during the 
last six weeks Miss Kreutzinger gave 
important information to certain per- 
sons, whom she thought were agents 
of the German Government, but who 
were secret agents of the Department 
of Justice. ‘The information she is al- 
leged to have given to these agents was 
contained in telegrams which passed 
through her hands and which were sent 
over the direct wire to New Haven, 
which wire is used almost exclusively 
for Government messages. 

It was during the iunch hour yester- 
day when two agents of the Department 
of Justice appeared at the Postal Tele- 

ph Building and asked to see Miss 
Kreutzinger. ey were told that she 
was in the main operating room and 
was in charge of the New Haven wire. 

When she saw the agents ot the De- 
partment of Justice she’ is said to have 
torn up several papers whith were on 
her desk, but.the fragments were picked 
up and pieced together in the offices of 
Chief De Woody. The nature of the 
writing was not disclosed by Chief De 
Woody.

DRYS FOR WHITMAN. 

Mr. WHITMAN’s unofficial State 

Convention cannily kept mum about 
prohibition. Now virtue has been re- 
warded. Mr. WHITMAN Las been nom- 
inated by the Prohibitionists also, 
beating the regular Dry candidate by 
a few hundred. The Prohibitionists 
surged to the primaries in stupendous 
numbers, e-necially in Greater New 
York City, where Mr. WHITMAN was 
beaten. Fortunately, the rural dis- 
tricts were truer-,to the ingenious 
Wet-Dry, all-Republican, Prohibition- 
ist candidate. 
The Dry vote in New York County 
was impressive. For the regfilar 
aspirant, Mr. BrisHop, 171; for Mr. 
WHITMAN, 70. The combined colossal 
vote in the five counties of the city 
was 681 for BisHop to 303 for WuirT- 
MAN. Passion to throw away rev- 
enue, city, State, and national, in this 
time of squeezing taxation, is at least 
moderate in these parts. 

Stil, Mr. WHITMAN and Superin- 
tendent ANDERSON are to be felicitated. 
A, neat game was ‘‘ put up’’ by the 
masters of the Republican machine. 
The Dry vote is worth having. In 
1916, the Prohibitionist candidate for 
Senator in Congress got 19,425 votes, 
the Prohibition candidate for Governor 
21,756. Even if some of these stern 
and rock-bound brethren can’t be 
made to take a nominee outside of the 
straitest sect, there should be a hand- 
some pile of Prohibitionist ballots for 
the Governor. And-won so easily! 








THE RUSSIAN CHAOS. 

Nothing is more striking in the dis- 
patches of the correspondents who 
have escaped from Russia to Sweden 
than their bewilderment at discovering 
that the rest of the world is not in 
the same condition as Russia—that of 
anarchy, In Russia, they tell us, the 
Bolsheviki and Germans, who control 
the news completely, have imbued the 
whole population with that belief. 
Russia believes that Finland and 
Sweden are plunged in anarchy, that 
the United States is struggling against 
a vast rising of the Indians, that there 
are great revolutions in China, Japan, 
and Siam, and that the whole world 
is starving to death and on the verge 
of a proletarian revolution. 

As the Germans and Bolsheviki con- 
trol all the news going into Russia, 
so they control all the news going out 
of it, and the rest of the world knows 
only what. these two allies choose toa 
tell, us; so say the correspondents. 
Russia is telegraphically isolated from 
the world, Germany excepted; so that 
what we get is Bolshevist news cen- 
sored by Germany. This does not ap- 
ply to the Archangel Government or 
to Siberia.. 

The correspondent of The World is 
astonished at the calmness with which 
he finds the other nations taking the 
condition of affairs in Russia, a calm- 
mess occasioned by the fact that we 
have not been allowed to get any idea 
of what is really. going on there. If 


compare, these conditions ‘to the 
French Reign of Terror, which was a 
mild and , well-regulated system — of 
government, by comparison. The Bol- 
sheviki, ‘he declares, have ceased to 
kill counter-revolutionists. alone and 
are now “*‘ beginning their’ avowed

posed to the rule of the Bolsheviki, 
who are able to retain their power 
only by terror. 

Doubtless, too, the conviction that 
they are in a miserable minority and 
cannot hold their position long if un- 
supported has hurried them into a 
closer alliance with the. German au- 
tocracy than they had at first in- 
tended. They may hope for German 
soldiers to keep the Russian people 
down when’ their own Falstaffian 
army of Red Guards proves unequal 
to the task. The offensive and . de- 
fensive alliance they have concluded 
with Potsdam, whereby they agree to 
do Germany’s work in fighting against 
the Allies in the north, is entirely one- 
sided. The Bolsheviki promise every- 
thing and Germany virtually nothing, 
the only engagement made by Ger- 
many being that she will promise not 
to let Finland loose at Russia's 
throat as long as Russia keeps on 
fighting against the Allies. The Bol- 
sheviki » promise not only to fight 
against us, but to pay Germany 
6,000,000,000 marks. 

The condition of Russia, then, is 
that of cannibalism within and 
slavery to a foreign power without. 
It is hardly necessary to say that 
this will not last. The first sign of 
hope is the evident firmness with 
which the Russian people and the 
Allies are consolidating the Govern- 
ment of Northern Russia. The dis- 
patch sent from Archangel to Ambassa- 
dor BAKHMETEFF by NICHOLAS TSCHAI- 
KOvsky, the President of that Gov- 
ernment, is both an announcement of 
a successful revolution and an invi- 
tation to the rest of Russia to use 
it as a nucleus. This is a. people’s 
government, and TSCHAIKOVSKY de- 
clares that its final aim-is ‘‘ a single 
‘* government for the whole of Russia, 
** based on universal suffrage.’’ Mean- 
while, despite the Bolshevist fabri- 
cations about Czechoslovak defeats, 
such as that peculiarly impudent one 
about the capture of Samara, com- 
munication with Western Siberia has 
beén opened, and it may soon be possi- 
ble to do for Asiatic Russia what has 
been done for North Russia. 


PROFESSOR DELBRUECK AGAIN. 

Professor HaNs DELBRUECK of the 
University of Berlin, an old scourge of 
the Pan Germans, is after them 
again. In the Preussische Jahr- 
biicher he puts on them part ‘of the 
responsjbility for the war, the main 
responsibility for its prolongation. 
‘‘The world demands, and has a 
‘‘ right to demand, that the German 

‘people give a guarantee that the 
‘* Pan German spirit of superiority, :of 
‘*might, of heathenism, isn’t the 
‘“* German spirit.’’ ; 

What guarantee can be given of 
such a denial of plain fact? The 
spirit of the German people is a spir- 
it of arrogant superiority, of utter dis- 
regard of the rights of others. It 
seeks and worships power, conquest, 
military and.economic. To the fan- 
tastic excesses, to the exhibitions of 
bad. taste, of Pan Germanism Pro- 
fessor DELBRUECK has long been op- 
posed. He wants the practical reali- 
ties and achievements of the politics 
of power. Mere Pan German mega- 
lomaniacal bellowing disgusts him. 
Not only is there no use in it, but it 
excites am unnecessary fear and 
hatred among Germany's rivals. He 
is not a,whit less Pan German. in 
réality than the Pan Germ: : rhetori- 
cians and extremists whom he assails. 
But why be immoderate? Take what 
you can get, keep what you can get, 
and throw in all the fine moral sen- 
timents that occur to you. 

In this same. Preussische Jahr- 
biicher, not a year ago, this same Pro- 
fessor DELBRUECK, taking for granted 
thatGreat Britain, France, Russia had 
set out to ruin Germany, assumed, the 
paralysis of Russia being evident, that 
the Entente had failed. France’s 
fight was only ‘‘a forlorn hove and 
a gesture of despair.’’ Great Brit- 
ain is threatened ‘‘ as much by the 
‘* new maritime enterprise of America 
‘as by the U-boats ’’; universal and 
female suffrage, Ireland, and so on 
will weaken her. Russia is out of the 
game. Germany has asserted and 
maintained her power. Give ber a 
chance at ‘‘ rectifications’’ on the 
eastern frontier and she is secure. 
Having shown her power, let her 
show her true goodness, her con- 
scientiousness. Professor DELBRUECK 
rolls as a sweet morsel under the 
tongue the beautiful words of a 
Reichstag Deputy, Mr. Hausmann: 

A nation which has astounded the 
world by its vast power, as we have 
done, can only .recoricile the peoples 
to German. might by showing that the 


motive behind it all comes from con-. 
- science.’ . ’

All of the critics and protesting own- 
ers ignore in argument and prediction 
the probability that peace terms will 
seriously affect their ‘Government’s 
shipping plans and the vessels now 
lying in their harbors, Do they think 
that Germany will not be required to 
pay for the ships which her’ subma- 
rines have destroyed? To the British, 
American, and French tonnage thus 
lost must be. added nearly 1,500 neu- 
tral vessels. . Is it expected that the 
nations whose ships have been torpe- 
doed will not insist upon taking Ger- 
man tonnage to replace them, so far 
as it will go, and demand compensa- 
tion for the remainder? Those Ger- 
mans. who are giving so much time 
and thought to arguments against 
Government control should be asking 
themselves how Germany, after the 
war, is to find such ships as she may 
need; how she will pay for those 
which the U-boats have sunk, and 
what foreign nation can then be in- 
duced to help her ‘by freight service 
on the seas.

dignity.

WASHINGTON, Sept. .11.—President 
Wilson made public today a letter from 
Thomas W. Gregory, the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, relative to the 
recent arrests in New York City and 
|Northern New Jersey cities of persons 
charged with evading the selective draft 
law. 

These were the so-called slacker ‘pais 
which were severely criticised in the 
debate in. the United States Senate: In 
his communication to the President, based 
report made by John Lord O’Brian, who 
Was sent to the metropolitan district to 
look into the circumstances of the drag- 
net measures instituted there last week, 
the Attorney General not only accepts 
entire responsibility for the arrests but 
justifies ‘generally what was done. 

The Attorney General: reports that in 
Manhattan. and the Bronx about 300 
persons were inducted into the:military 
service as a result of. the arrests, and 
at least 1,500 turned over to their local 
boards as delinquents. 

In Brooklyn 252 were heid by order of 
the court and about 100 delivered as 
delinquents. 

In five cities in Northern New Jersey 
749 men were sent to the army and 12,- 
515 were found to be delinquents. 

With regard to New Yor: City, the 
Attorney General says:

Condemns Use eof Military. 


The Attorney General; however, does 
not justify the use of soldiers, sailors, 
and members of the American Protective 
League in making arrests. 

“Contrary to my express instruc- 
tions,’’ says the Attorney General, ‘‘ in- 
structions which I have repeated over 
and over again, and contrary to law, 
certain members of the investigating 
force of this department, without con- 


ficer of the department, used soldiers 
and sailors and certain members of the 
American Protective e, I am sat- 
isfied; in making arrests... I. am con- 
vinced by the inquiries which I have 
made that they were led. into. this 
breach of authority by excess of zeal 
for the public good. While this extenu- 
ates it does not excuse their action."’ 

The Attorney General declares that 
the employment of military forces and 
of private organizations in making ar- 
rests was not only unlawful, but also 
ill-judged, and asserts that such men 
were not fitted ot? experience or train- 
ing to exercise the. discretion required 
in the circumstances’ connected with 
such arrests. 

The Attorney General asserts that 
energetic measures were required to 
round up slackers and draft delinquents, 
and that unless the President issués or- 
ders to the contrary similar drag-net 
arrests will be made, although it is not 
to be expected that soldiers, sailors, or 
private individuals will hereafter be em- 
ployed dn making arrests. 


The Letter in Full. 


Mr: Gregory’s letter. follows: 

Sept. 9, 1918. 
The President, the White House: 

Dear Mr. President: On returning to 
Washington I find your letter of the 5th 
inst., asking to be informed of the facts 
and circumstances in connection with 
the recent arrests by representatives of 
the Department of Justice in New York 
of persons char sot with being slackers. 
As stated by e Attorney. General in 
acknowledging your letter, the circum- 
stances attending these arrests as re- 
ported in the newspapers had already 
challenged the attention of the depart- 
ment, and inquiries had been set on foot 
to ascertain whether any action had 
been taken by representatives of the 
department contrary to law_or the in- 
structions of the Attorney General. 

In. order to set forth intelligently the 
proceedings at New York it is mecessary 
to touch on a serious national problem. 
There are many deserters and slackers 
at large in this cone a? In a letter to 
me dated Aug. 5 the Secretary of War 
gave figures showing the number of de- 
serters and delinquents under the first 
and second drafts and stated that, while 
it was impossible to give the. actual 
number of those. who had failed to reg- 
ister at all—slackers, so called—the num- 
ber was large. 

The Secretary of War referred to this 
condition ‘‘.as an indictment against the 
honor of the nation.’’ To permit it to 
continue would weaken substantially the 
nation’s fighting power and do grievous 
injustice to the great body of the youth 
of the land who have so gallantly met 
their military obligations. Energetic 
measures were required. The Secretary 
of War naturally looked to this depart- 
ment for caalatence: To attempt to ap- 

rehend so great a number of offenders 
4 running down individual cases ob- 

ously would have been futile. _Some 
form of dragnet process, within the law 
of course, was absolutely essential. 


Law as to Delinquents, 


Section 49 of the Rules and Regula- 
tions for the enforcementyjof the selec- 
tive service law promulgated by the 
President Nov.-8, 1917, referring. to 
slackers and delinquents, provides: 

“Those who fail to return the ques- 
tionnaire, or to appear for physical ex- 
amination, or to report change of status, 
or to' report for any duty, or to perform 
any act at the time and place required 


by ‘these regulations or by diyections by 
local or district boards in pursuance 
thereof, aré guilty of a misdemeanor 
under section 6 of the selective service 
law. Under authority granted in Section 
6 of that law, it is hereby made the duty 
of all police officials of the United 
States and of any State or of any coun- 
ty, municipality, or other sub-division 
thereof, to locate and take into custody 
such persons and to bring them forth- 
with before local boards.’ 

And with respect to deserters the same 
section provides. 

“Tt-is hereby made the duty of ‘all 
such police officials to apprehend and 
arrest such deserters.’

1,500 turned ‘over to 
their local boards as delinquents. .In 
Brooklyn 9,750 were detained, of whom 
252 have been held by order of court, 
and at least 1,000 turned ,over to their 
local boards as delinquents. These fig- 
ures do not include a large number of 
persons who, on being accosted, made a 
satisfactory showing, and were not de- 
tained; nor do ‘they include a smaller 
number who were. taken to the police 
station, and required to give further in- 
formation before being released.

BOSTON, Mass., Sept. 11.—When Max 
Flack made a ludicrous muff of White- 
“man’s line drive in the third inning at 
Fenway Park this afternoon two runs 
wafted over the plate, which gave the 
Red Sox the baseball championship of 
the world. The score was 2 to 1 and 
the 1918 triumph marks the fifth world’s 
series that the Red Sox have brought to 
the high -brow domicile of ‘the baked 
bean. Boston is the luckiest baseball 
spot on earth, for it has never lost a 
world’s series. 

In the wake ‘of the scrappy club led 
by Manager Ed Barrow there is:a trail 
of Chicago’s shattered hopes, sleepy 
base running, silly errors, and sillier 
bases on Sallis, A momentary lapse of 
control by Lefty Tyler in this. doleful 
third inning sent _two\ Red Sox runners, 
Carl Mays and Dave! Shean, 
on the bases on dead-head tickets. Mays 
was the first batsman to. face Tyler in 
the third and walked. After Harry 
Hooper had sent Carl to second on a 
sacrifice, Tyler again lost the location 
of the plate and Shean also perambu- 
lated. As Pick was pringing about 
Strunk’s demise at first base Mays and 
Shean moved up a station. 

That was the layout when Whiteman 
came to the bat with two down. It 
looked like a cinch for Lefty to retire 
the side, and so it should have been. 
Whiteman lifted a line drive to right 
field and Flack came. runni in to 
make an easy catch. He caught up to 
the rapidly descending ‘ball and had it 
entirely surrounded by his hands, Tyler 
was offering thanksgiving for crawling 
out of a bad hole when the ball squeezed 
its way through Flack's buttered digits. 
As the ball spilled in a Faidle at Flack’s: 
feet both ays and Shean were well 
along on their way home before Flack’s 
alarm clock went off and woke him up. 

Those two runs were enough to place 
a large period at the close of the history 
of baseball of 1918. It may be a long 
time fore there is another world’s 
series,.and this finish, the all-important, 
which hinged on a life-sized laughable 
muff, closes a topsy-turvy season in 
much the same way as the famous 
$30,000 muff of Fred Snodgrass ended 
the series of 1912 when the hopes of the 
New York Giants trickled through his 


hands in centre field on the same Fen- 
way meadow. 


Sad Ending to Season. 


‘Baseball's valedictory this afternoon 
should’ have been played to the weary 
Strains of .Chopin’s Funeral March. The 
smallest gathering that ever saw. the 
national .game’s most imposing: event 
sat silently: about, and watched Boston 
win and Chicago lose: There was no 
wild demonstration of joy when the last 
man went out, and Stuffy McInnis, with 
the ball in his hand, led the scramble 
of the players to the clubhouse. No 
hero was proclaimed, no playeragot a 
ride on any one’s shoulders, no sta as 
patted on the back or madly cheered 
to a niche in baseball’s temple of fame. 
The finish was as uneventful as the last 
moment of a double-header in Brooklyn. 

The gleaming sun of admiration did 
not shine this afternoon on the profes- 
sional ball player who thrives and glories 
in the effervescent acclaim of popular 
approval... He was hidden beh the 
murky clouds of indifference. Silent 
was the trumpet voice of the ribald fan, 
and still were the thundering echoes 
which the ball tosser has always held 
as his own. After the game the crowd 
filed out of the gates with about as 
much enthusiasm as a party of home 
folks trooping out of a poor moving- 
picture show. 

George Whiteman, the man who hit 
the ball that Flack muffed, takes the 
leading place in the day’s sombre pro- 
ceedings. Why? Well, Flack wouldn't 
have had a. chance to bobble the 
Red Sox into the baseball berth de luxe 
if Whitey dian’t punch out that no ac- 
count liner, would he? ‘ * 

Whiteman is the Rip Van Winkle of 
baseball. In the fine classic language 
of the draft lingo Whiteman may be 
described as follows: Age, about 40; 
eyes, blue; hair. bald. Occupation, non- 
essential. Habits, three meals a day. 
Accomplishments, standing on his head. 


Whiteman’s Acrobatic Feat. 


It was on account of this accomplish- 
ment that Whiteman was unable to fin- 
ish’ the game. In the eighth inning, 
when the game was as good as cooked, 
Manager Mitchell ealled on his: reserves 
to come in and save the day. Barb 
was injected into the fray to bat for 
Chuck Deal. Barber soaked a tremen- 
dous bang on a bee line to left- field. 
Whiteman came tecring in, ana he did 
not appear to have a chance in the 
world of even flirting with the ball, 
He quickly realized that the only way 
he could get the ball was by resorting 
to radical measures, so he poised him- 
self nicely and took an Annette Kelier- 
mann. His outstretched hands clutched 
the ball, but his head was taking the 
shortest route to the grass mat. en 
ball players are likely to get injured 
by landing on the top of the head 
against anything hard. Whiteman knew 
this. Whitey ducked his head, and his 
feet left the ground, going straight into 
the air as he folded his top piece under, 
and landed on the back of his well- 
known neck. Then he completed the ac- 
robat stunt, and came up on his feet.
